The first Masonic banquet in the 
North Wiest was held at Fort Walsh 
in 1880, Major Cro:jier was the chair- 
man and Col. Sam Stee] was the vice- 
chairman, Tiere were no lodges at 
chat time but it was felt that some- 
hing should be done to show that 
they were Masons. The banquet was 
4 large affair and a great success, 


On one occasion two braves were 
charged with horse stealing, arrested 
and confined to the guard room cells. 
There was a large camp of Bloods on 
the rising ground in front of Fort 
Walsh. The wives of the prisoners 
were living there and were allowed 
to see their husbands in the cells 
from time to time. 

It was spring time and in the after- 
noon of a certain day the red men 
were taken out for exercise, escorted 
by two guards, When the oppor. 
tunity came, they cleared the gates 
and made a bold dash for liberty, The 
escorts followed them, wearing long 
boots which were poor footwear for 
a race after the moccasined ved 
skins, ‘Tite Indians rushed swiftly 
to the camp on the hill. The wives 
were on the lookout for them, They 
handed the escaping ‘prisoners their 
rifles and belts of ammunition. 

Officers Crozier, Cotton and Ken- 
nedy were playing tennis nearby.They 
saw the escape and gave chase, Some 
other men on horseback also joined 
tise officers and they caught up ‘c 
the Indians in about a mile, Ignor- 
ing the levelled rifles, they closed in 
and soon had the two back in the 
‘guard room, These very prisoners 
asked to see the officer in command 
that night and gave him the name, 
description and full particulars ahoyt 
the Indian who had murdered Gray- 
burn. 

Later, with this information, Sergt. 
Patterson with Jerry Potts and two 
constables located the camp in which 
the accused man Star Child was hid- 
ing. They arrived at dawn and he 
came out of his tent fully armed. He 
covered. the Sergeant with his, rifle 
and told him he would shoot if he 
moved hand or foot, ‘The officer, as 
a ruse, spoke as if he was addressing 
someone behind him, ‘Star Child 
looked back and Patterson grabbed 
him. In the struggle the rifle went 
off and aroused the whole can}. Star 
Child confessed but in spite of that 
the jury disagreed as some of them 
feared the verigence of the Indians.

Rural Housing | 


HOUSING HAS BEEN ONE OF CANADA’S most serious problems 
since the war. The situation has been most acute in cities and towns and 
particularly in large industrial centres, but there has been neéd, too, for 
new homes in the rural districts. A recent report on the progress made 
during the past year in meeting Canada’s housing shortage shows that up 
to September, 1949, 55,435 new houses had been built, marking an increase | 
of 12,000 over the number built in the same period in 1948, Much of this 
building was done in the more thickly populated areas, but according to 
the Bureau of Statistics a considerable number of new homes were erected 
in the rural sections of Western Canada,

In Saskatchewan, 1,952 new houses had been built 
Much Building ana 2,249 started in the first eight months of 1949, 
while the figures given for Manitoba were 2,909 
In The West constructed and 3,220 started. Alberta reported 
5,615 new homes built in the same period and 5,550 started. Of these, many 
were farm homes. There has been a marked tendency, since the war, to 
improve the housing on farms and a considerable portion of the money 
loaned by chartered banks under the Farm Improvement Loans Act was 
used for the purpose of installing plumbing, electricity and other conven- 
jences in farm homes, In the month of August, 1949, the Finance Depart- 
ment reported that 27 per cent. of the $6,000,000 advanced in that month 
under the Act was used for the improvement of farm houses and buildings.

Costs of building or altering farm homes are 
Shows Progress said to be about the same as those in the cities. 

The charges for installation of plumbing, elec- 
And Stability tric wiring and heating systems are often great- 
er, because of the fact that contractors who do this type of work usually 
have to travel some distance to farms, However, the farmer may save on 
other labour costs by doing much of the work himself, There is lack of 
skilled labour for building in rural districts, and more new farm houses 
would have been built in the past year had more workers been available. 
The need for interest in improving living conditions on the farms has been 
evident for many years, and the increasing trend toward installing modern 
equipment in farm homes will do a great deal to lessen the work of the 
farm wife, and to make farming generally more attractive. The old say- 
ing, to the effect that the farmer's barn was often better than his house 
apparently no longer applies in the West, and the tendency toward better

ores wet ) Farm Children Saskatchewan Froducts ; : ‘ 


WINNIPEG. — Farm chilcren 
have a better chance for good 
mental health than city children, 
says Dr. C. M. Hincks of Toron- 
to, general director of the na- 
tional committee for mental hy- 
giene. 

City children often lack sufficient 
outlets for their energies, he added 
in an interview here. 

“It's not just by accident that 
many of our great leaders come from 
rural areas, People brought up in 
the country develop fibre.” 

He said children on farms, particu- 
larly where there is a large family, 
get a better start towards good men- 
tal health. They learn to accept re- 
sponsibilities by doing chores around 
the farm. 

Dr. Hincks thinks mental hygiene 
‘jis the No, 1 health and welfare prob- 
lem of the world today. 

Canada alone has 50,000 patients 
in mental institutions and is spend- 
ing $40,000,000 in mental hygiene 
work, he said. 

“For her population, Canada is 
spending more money for this work 
than any other country in the world, 
But a great more could be spent to 
advantage because of the enormous 
dimensions of the problem.” 

He estimates that two per cent. 
of Canada’s population are mentally 
ill and approximately one-third do 
not enjoy perfect mental health, 

* “They are existing but not really 
living. They suffer from depression 
or anxiety states.” 

Dr. Hincks lists the following re- 
quirements for good mental health: 
1, Reasonable sense of security.

Plant Expert Urges To Guard 
Against Spread Of Potato Disease 


Lo bala a warning that our 100 million dollar potato growing indus- 
try is threatened if the deadly Black Wart or Canker disease is per- 


mitted entry from Newfoundland, W. N. Keenan, Chief, Plant Protection 
Division, Dominion Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, draws attention to 
the regulations under the Destructive Insect and Pest Act, administered 


by his Division, preventing the movement of potatoes from the new prov- 
ince of Newfoundland to any other province of Canada. 


Describing it as one of the most 
estructive diseases attacking the po- 
tato crop, Mr. Keenan states that it 
is quite serious in certain sections 
of Newfoundland where it has been 


present since 1909, Fortunately no 
outbreaks have ever occurred in Can- 
ada and when Newfoundland joined 
Confederation on April 1, immediate 
steps were taken by the Plant Pro- 
tection Division officials to amend the 
regulations in order to continue the 
39-year prohibition of the movement 
of potatoes from that new province 
to the other provinces of Canada or 
elsewhere. Moreover, Mr. Keenan 
points out that a penalty is provided 
under the Destructive Insect and 
Pest Act for any contravention of 
any of the provisions of this Act or 
regulations thereunder, 

For the past 50 years or more in 
Europe the Black Wart disease has 
proved to be even more than a head- 
ache to potato growers and officials 
there—it has developed into a malig- 
nant “canker” in truth, striking at 
the prosperity of the potato growing 
industry. In Britain and elsewhere 
losses have been reduced materially 
by the introduction of varieties im- 
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Black Wart or Canker, an incurable potato disease, is prevalent in some areas of Newfoundland,

The Dominion Botanist has stated 
that wherever the fungus causing 
Black Wart gets established in any 
soil, the growing of potatoes from 
then on becomes extremely hazard- 
ous, if not impossible. Unfortunately 
the presence of the disease cannot 
be detected in the field unless the 
tubers are examined, which usually 
means that the Canker is not detect- 
ed until harvest time. This permits 
the fungus’ to multiply and spread 
unchecked during the growing sea- 
son. 

As the name would indicate, the 
disease is evidenced by black wart- 
like protuberances arising on the 
surface of the tubers, or may even 
develop also on the stems of affected 
plants below or just aboveground 
level, depending on the stage of the 
development of the fungus, 

Warning all farmers, potato deal- 
ers and government officials to be 
on the lookout for this disease, Mr. 
Keenan enlists the aid of all in order 
to prevent its spread on Canada,

Peace River 
Farmer Has 
Bonanza Crop

Mike Pylykiw, who farms 136 
acres near Fort Vermilion in the 
Peace River northlands, has a bo- 
nanza crop this year. 

His wheat, grown in the country 
west of Lake Athabasca, yielded 48 
bushels to the acre and graded well. 

When, in mid-November, Mr. Pyly- 
kiw hauled a 238-bushel truck load 
south to the National grain company 
elevator at Grimshaw, Alta., Ken 
Dragland, the local operator, was un- 
able to determine its weight per 
measured bushel in his test Kettle. 
A sample of this wheat measured at 
Winnipeg, weighed 68 pounds to the 
measured bushel, three pounds above 
the maximum for standard equip- 
ment, 


Protein tests made at Winnipeg 
showed that Mr. Pylykiw’s wheat 
contained 14.8 per cent. of protein— 
a good figure for western Canada 
and*an exceptional one for wheat 
grown so far north.

Alberta Doubles 
Oil Production 


CALGARY, Alta, — Alberta's oil 
and natural gas production in the 
first 10 months of 1949 almost dou- 
bled that of the similar 1948 period, 
provincial oil officials reported. 

The petroleum and natural gas 
conservation board announced 16,- 
782,421 barrels of oil and natural gas 
were taken from the Alberta fields 
from Jan. 1 to Oct, 31, 1949, 

In the same period of 1948, 8,623,- 
077 barrels were produced. 

A breakdown showed production 
zoomed this year at one of the big 
three fields, but dropped in another. 
In the third field, the 15-month-old 
Redwater field northeast of Edmon- 
ton, close to 4,000,000 barrels were 
yielded in the first 10 months of the 
year, 

Production was up close to 5,000,- 
000 barrels at Leduc field, 20 miles 
southwest of Edmonton. Leduc was 
opened in February, 1947, At Turn- 
er Valley, 35 miles southwest of Cal- 
gary, production was down to some 
half million barrels, Turner valley 
is the oldest Alberta field. 


Car Insurance Rates 
Up In Manitoba 


WINNIPEG. — The alarming in- 
crease of traffic accidents in Mani- 
toba, combined with the high cost of 
auto parts and labor and the fancy 
design of most new cars, is going 
to cost the Manitoba motorist a lot 
more in insurance rates during 1950, 

The Western Canada Insurance 
Underwriters association announced 
that bodily injury and property dam- 
age rates for private passenger cars 
will be incerased by 10 per cent, in 
most parts of Manitoba on all poli- 
cies taking effect after Jan. 1. Col- 
lision rate increases will range from

The passing of Charlie Jackson, announced in a recent issue 
of the Salvation Army War Cry, removes from the picturesque 
city of Calgary one of its most picturesque pioneer citizens, this 
veteran of the West having witnessed history-making periods of 
the Foothills City’s progress practically since its founding. 


His connection with Southern Al- 
berta, with: its rolling approach. to 
the towering Rocky Mountains, would 
easily entitle Mr, Jackson to a place 
in the archives of the province, for 
he was associated with many pioneer 
activities and was accorded a promi- 
nent place in-anniversary and annual 
Stampede events. In last year’s 
Stampede parade he rode in a pion- 
eer wagon with other veteran citi- 
zens. Incédentally, the S.A. Citadel 
Band, of which Mr.. Jackson was a 
member (in the early days this com- 
rade played a big circular bass in- 
strument) took a prominent part in 
the procession, 

Pioneer Car-operator 

“Charlie” Jackson had the distinc- 
tion of being the first Alberta citizen 
to own and drive an automobile in 
the province, if not in the whole of 
the Dominion: A photograph of Mr, 
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Jackson and his family in “Army” 
uniform starting out for meeting in 
their “horseless carriage’ appears 
herewith, a picture that be¢ame hise 
torically famous and has been pub- 
lished in many leading automobile 
and news journals in America; It 
was first published in The War Cry. 

Mr. Jackson, wha owned great 
tracts of land in the early days of 
Alberta, was greatly interested in 
the Salvation Army's progress in 
Calgary.
